A HAPPY FAMILY REUNION AT HELSINKI AIRPORT 
MAY 16, 2022 
Well-known DXpeditioner Alex, UT5UY has reunited with 
his family in Finland.

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The war in Ukraine has become a heavy weight for the whole world and ama- 
teur radio operators alike. It was seventy-seven (77) days ago when Ukrainian 
amateur radio operators went off air and begun being worried about their fami- 
lies’ safety and future. A month in the bomb shelter has affected Alex, UT5UY’s 
family and son tremendously and it became clear that only one option re- 
mained for Alex: to send his family overseas to safety while he remained in 
Ukraine defending his homeland. This is the time when the ham community got 
together to help rescue his family and provide them with a reasonable life out- 
side Ukraine. 


With the war continuing and no end in sight, Alex, with a special permit, came 
to Finland to join his family. You can easily notice his family’s happy faces at the 
Helsinki airport upon his arrival. After a 50 days hiatus, they came here to assess 
whether they could start a new life in the North Republic of Finland. 


A NEW LIFE IS BEGINNING 


Alex arrived in Finland with only one suitcase and his laptop computer, the 
same as his wife Sasha forty-five days earlier. Their son Daniel, 12yo is now in 
the school in Finland and his wife Sasha is busy taking two language courses 


simultaneously. With the high education from Ukraine their potential for a new 


beginning looks very good. Alex already received his new Finnish radio license 


at the airport and you will soon be able to hear OH5UY QRV. 
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It was amateur radio that has helped Alex’s life improve for the better. Thank you 
to the group behind the scenes: Ralph, K@IR, John, NG@Z, Robert, W@ZT, Glenn, 
WeG4J, Fred, K3ZO, Wayne, N7NG, Dave, N7NR, Bernie, W3UR, Jerry, WB9Z, Bill,

Vibroplex Acquires SPE Expert Linear Amplifiers 


Vibroplex LLC, of Knoxville, Tennessee, has entered into a purchase agreement to acquire all oper- 
ating assets related to the sale and servicing of SPE Expert linear amplifiers from Expert Linears Ameri- 
ca LLC, of Magnolia, Texas, for undisclosed terms. This is including contractual agreements for the ex- 
clusive sale and service of SPE Expert amplifiers for the United States and Canada. SPE, based in 
Rome, Italy, has also agreed to provide an extension to existing distribution agreements as part of the 
transaction. Vibroplex has taken over the exclusive US and Canada distribution and service of SPE Ex- 
pert products effective May 1, 2022. 


Present ELA LLC owner Bob Hardie, W5UQ, told ARRL, "I'm 
still doing a lot of the repairing, and | will be for a few years 
until | just can't repair anymore." Hardie will continue to pro- 
vide repair and parts services for SPE Expert products on be- 
half of Vibroplex and function as a consultant during the tran- 
sition to new ownership. An additional repair person has also 
been brought on by ELA and Vibroplex to assist with both fu- 
ture warranty and non-warranty service and tech support.
